a pouch would be in the darknes@ of night 
when loading mall from a truck into a car. 
He said it was dark when the mail car was 
loaded at Denver, and did not hesitate to ex- 
press his doubts regarding the loading of the 
missing pouches into the car at the Colorado 
station. 
Officials of the Denver postoffice said 
they believed the pouches hed been “ mis- 
placed,”’ and would later be found intact. 
Burlington railroad officials denied any 
knowledge of the matter, and said all in- 
vestigation into the affair was in the hands 
of the postoffice department.

LES REVEAL 
CLOSEST HARMONY 
Utterances of Roosevelt and 
Taft Show Perfect Accord 
on Big Questions. 


No Deviation from the Course 
Mapped Out by President 
Keynote of Addresses.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 20.—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt and Secretary Taft, in 
their respective speeches of today and yeater- 
day, have announced adherence to the pro- 
gressive policies which are expected to meet 
with the approval of a majority of the people 
- the country, republicans and democrats 

ike. : ; 

There is not the slightest doubt that, as the 
president knew what Taft would say at Co- 
lumbus, O., so the secretary knew what the 
president would say at Provincetown, 
Mass. In other words, the two speeches 
show more emphatically than anything else 
could have done the closeness of the rela- 
tionship which exists between the president 
and the man who he hopes will be his suc- 
cessor, 

The country generally knows now of an 
agreement between the president and the 
secretary of war on the railroad rate, tariff, 
and other questions, It was stated by the 
sscretary that the stock slump was not due 
to the administration's policies but to a world 
depression, and he intimated violators of 
law*were partially responsible for the drop 
in values of securities. 


Sees “Rich Man’s Conspiracy.”’ 

Now, the president has suggested the exist- 
ence of a “ rich man’s conspiracy,”’ intended 
to discredit the policy of the government and 
thereby secure ite reversal. Some months 
ago the president was informed on what he 
considered reliable authority that such 4 
conspiracy had been formed for the purpose 
of discrediting him and his administration, 
and he specifically mentioned E. H. Harri- 
man, the Standard Oil company, and other 
political and financial interests as being par- 
ticipants. 

The president believed the publication of 
what he had learned would end the under- 
ground movement against him, but apparent- 
ly he thinks it ig stiil alive, the intention 
being to frighten small investors and make 
them opposed to:him and to Secretary Taft's 
candidacy. 1* 

It has been reported for some days past that 
Secretary Taft would retire from the cabinet 
in order independently to push his candi- 
dacy. It can be stated that some months 
ago certain interests in New York advised the 
secretary that if he would resign they woulqd 
give him their earnest support. It has since 
been learned that these interests were be- 
hind Gov. Hughes, 

The secretary declined to consider the 
proposition, holding that loyalty to the pres- 
ident required him to remain in the cabinet. 
He insisted that he was too closely identified 
with the administration's policies to surren- 
der his portfolio, and he would not be satis- 
fied to abandon his post with conditions in 
the Philippines and Panamaas they are. No 
thought exists of the secretary's retirement, 
and the president vigorously would oppose it 


'Taft’s Freight Suggestion Important. 
There is one feature of Secretary Taft's 


speech which has attracted attention of 
officials and railroad men, because the adop- 


upon the equalization of railroadrates. That 
recommends the enactment of a bill requiring 
uniform classification of freight by the inter- 
state commerce commission. 

This is a new point in the administrative 
consideration, though it was raised jn years 
past by the interstate commerce cémmiseion.

There is reason to believe that the president

aw. 
Railroad Men Oppose Plan. 

It is contended by some railroad men tha‘ 
classification of freights is impracticable. 
Nevertheless, it is a fact that a few years 
ago the commission induced all large rail- 
roads in the country, with a single exceptien, 
to agree to uniform classification. By per- 
sistently declining to accept the commis- 
sion's plan that one railroad succeeded in 
preventing its adoption. 

Secretary E. A. Moseley of the commission 
said today that there was no good reason why 
the railroads could not adopt uniform classi- 
fication of freights. | 

* Why should a shipment of merchandise 
from Boston to San Francisco be subjected 
to two or three different classifications by 
as many different carriers over whose lines 
it has to pass?” he said. “ For instance, 
why should it be rated as fourth class from 
Boston to Buffalo, third class from Buffalo 
to St. Paul, and’second class from St. Pau! 
to San Francisco? There is a different rate 
for each of these different classes on the 
same road, and rates on most of the roads 
are different. You will therefore see that 
under the present system of classification 
it is impossible for a shipper to have definite 
knowledge of through rates or to secure 
through rates. 


How Law Would Affect Rates. 

“ The effect of a law requiring uniform clas- 
sification of freights would be to compel rail- 
roads to haul one ton of commodity at the 
same rate proportionately as 1,000 tons. 
Though rates on railroads in the same sec- 
tions or different sections of the country 
may differ on different classifications of 
freights, the ratesion each classification 
would be known. With the knowledge of the 
classification to whith the shipment belongs 
there would be no difficulty in ascertaining 
and securing a through rate between given 
points. The commission has ruled that in 
no instance shall the through rate exceed the 
sum of the local rates.” 

It is the contention of railroad men that uni- 
form classification is impracticable. For 
example, it is claimed that upon a single item 
of furniture there are more than 220 separate 
and distinct classifications. Moreover, be- 
sides the usual classification rates, every 
railroad in the country imposes commodity 
rates. | 

It is stated also to be true that there are 
more items outside the classification list 
than there are in it becase of different condi- 
tions which are constantly arising. As an 
indication of what is meant, attention was 
directed to the situation in Rutland, Vt., 
where scales are made. One railroad entering 
this town maintafhs a commodity rate, but 
all other railroads of the country enforce 
classified rates. | . 

There is no doubt the commodity rate fre- 
quently exists by agreement among railroads, 
but ‘circumstances make it necessary, and 
unless it can continue the railroads claim 
not only they but the communities they serve 
will be injured.

STILL THINKS HE IS DUPED. 


Death of Lamberman Disputed by Claim- 
ant of Heavy Damages. 


James Donovan,.an attorney with offices in 
the Ashland block, who for several years has 
waged a peculiar battle against Senator 
Thomas C. Piatt, succeeded yesterday in 
having the grave of4.a Fora 8. Baker in Big 

‘Rapids, Mich., opened in order to support 
his contention that the former Michigan 
lumberman had not died, but had fled to 
Europe to avoid responsibility tn several 
financial failures. 

The exhumation proved to the satisfaction 
of Big Rapids city officials and of Harry H. 
Wykom, the husband of Baker's only daugh- 
ter, that the skeleton remains are those of 
the man whose name appeared on the grave 
stone; but Attorney Donovan continued his 
assertions that a wax image had been buried 
in the grave. He declared that the grave, 
made fourteen years ago, had been opened 
recently and a skeleton substituted fora wax 
bust of Baker. 


Climax of Strange Warfare. 
* City “Attorney Barton of Big Rapids and 
other witnesses said the. condition of the 
ground, the coffin, the skeleton, and even the 
remnants of clothing proved that the grave 
had not been opened since it was made. 

This stage of Donovan's warfare over the 
Baker estate—and, it is hoped by relatives, a 
final one~was the climax of one of the most 
unusual series of acts ever accredited to an 
able business man. He and Baker had been 
partners in the lumber business at Big Rap- 
ids several years before the latter's ‘death. 
Shortly before that occurrence several ven- 
tures in which Senator Platt’s name figured 
had gone to the wall. 

Donovan contended that Baker's opponents 
had induced him to flee to England under an 
assumed name, while they forwarded to his 
house a false corpse. The injury resulting 
to him, he claimed, came from the entangle- 
ment of his affairs with those of the dead 
man, which never were straightened out. One 
feature was the ownership of 33,000 acres of 
Wisconsin timber land, from which, Dono- 
van asserted, $3,000,000 worth of lumber had 
been cut without an accounting to him. 


Suit Against Senator Platt. 

Among many suits he began in the Chicago 
courts was one demanding that amount from 
Senator Piatt. Repeated attempts to have 
this question settled were made, but almost 
without exception the courts rejected the 
cases. 

Another effort made by Donovan was to 
get Baker's divorced wife and his only child, 
Mrs. H. H. Wykom of Grand Rapids, to co- 
operate with him in the struggle for the 
estate. For a time both assisted him, but 
later Mrs. Wykom refused to recognize his 
labors and it was only after a great hue and 
cry had been raised by Donovan that she con- 
sented, for the purpose of securing peace, to 
the exhumation of her father’s remains. 

Locally Donovan has beén known as an 
eccentric character. One of his methods of 
fighting was the circulation of peculiarly 
jumbled handbills setting forth his theories 
and contentions. This brought him much 
notoriety and no assistance.

Matthew McNeirney’s Proposal Is Ac- 
cepted by Young Woman He Is Said 
to Have Enticed. 


“Say, lockup keeper, go over to the 
women’s department and ask Miss Peterson 
if she cares enough for me to marry me and 
then let me know what’ she says.

‘CRISIS MAY COME TODAY. 


More Letters of Christian Sei- 
ence Leader Are Read; Adopt- 
ed Son Testifies. 


Concord, N. H., Aug. 20.—[Special.]—The 
hearing before Masters to pass upon the busi- 
ness competency of Mary Baker Eddy was 
brought to rather an abrupt adjournment for 
the day this afternoon. : : 

It is generally rumored that the sudden ad- 
journment until tomorrow morning is for the 
purpose of considering further the matter of 
a settlement or agreement which was dis- 
cussed at a conference held before today’s 
court proceedings began. 


° Nearly Settle Affairs. 

It is said upon good authority that the con- 
ference of this morning came near ending the 
Eddy-Frye suit, through the filing of some 
new documents. This conference having 
come so near to accomplishing an agreement, 
according to report, it is not unreasonable to 


consider dt. entirely possible that when the 


masters take their places at 9:30 tomorrow 
morning for the day’s hearing, an announce- 
ment will be made that the so-called **‘ Eddy 
case’”’ is ended. The counsel associated to- 
gether on either side of the case held long 
conferences separately tonight, and then a 
representative joint conference was held, but 
the outcome of these secret proceedings is 
only a matter of conjecture. 

Every one seems to realize that the really 
important crisis of the trial is close at hand. 
The masters have held that allenists may 
Visit Pleasant View at any time which Sena- 
tor Chandler and his associates may deem 
best, and their testimony concerning their 
examination ag to Mrs. Eddy’s mental ca- 
pacity for business and general sanity would 
have been looked forward to with much in- 
terest. 

The introduction of many more letters 
written by Mrs. Eddy and the presenta- 
tion of witnesses in support of the conten- 
tion of the plaintiffs that Mrs. Eddy’s life 
has for a long time been dominated by an 
influence, designated as malicious animal 
magnetism, were incidents of the hearing 
today. 


Scientists at Hearing. 

The day’s proceedings began at 10:30 this 
morning, and with a large attendance of 
scientists. The matter of allowing alienists 
to visit Mrs. Eddy in behalf of the plaintiff 
was first Brought up, and Gen. Streeter for 
Mrs. Eddy announced pis assent to the propo- 
sition. ‘The court then announced that the 
request of the plaintiffs in this matter Would 
be granted, but did not think Jt wise to allow 
Mrs. Eddy's sons or any of the otner next 
friends to be present at Pleasant View when 
the examination was held, or when any hear- 
ing was given there. 

The next question was as to the produc- 
tion of the papers and books of Joseph Arm- 
strong of Boston, Mrs. Eddy’s publisher. 
Gen. Streeter said that these articles were in 
the city, but that they were here for the use 
of the defense and not for the plaintiffs to 
use in preparing their case. 


Court to Get Papers. 

An order was sought by plaintiff's counsel 
cor-pelling counsel for Mrs. Eddy to place 
the letters, papers, and; books in the custody 
of the clerk of the court, and Gen. Streeter 
arnounced that this would be done under 
ceitain restrictions. This was agreed upon 
later. 

Gen. Henry M. Baker, a cousin of Mrs. 
Edcy and one of her trustees, was placed 
upon the stand by the plaintiff's couneel and 
asked if he could produce a list of M@s. 
Eiddy’s securities. He was advised not to 
ansvrer, and the court stated that unless 
seine act of incompetency could be shown 
that was directly connected with the busi- 
ress the defense was not bound in advance 
to show up all its husiness transactions. Gen. 
Baker was excused. 


Fight Over Mrs. Eddy’s Letters. 

The introduction of letters and statements 
of which Mrs. Eddy was admitted to be the 
author, and tending to show, according to the 
contention of the plaintiffs, Mrs. Eddy’s be- 
lief in ‘*‘ malicious animal magnetism ’’ and 
in part defining the same, formed the next 
bone of contention. 

One of the letters admitted, dictated by 
Mrs. Eddy. was as follows: 

My Dear Student: There is a point in Christian 
Science that I was about to name in the class when 
I was interrupted by a question, and this point 
was passed by without objection. I will refer to 
it and explain it as belonging to your lesson in 
the class. The mental malpractitioner or mes- 
merists employ argument of the person to kill 
people. They cause you or your patients to suffer 
from arsenical poison in the blood or stomach, 
mercurial poison, morphine, or any other form 
of mineral, vegetable, or animal poisonevhich they: 
may name in their arguments. 

If your patient’s symptoms puzzle you and you 
have tried the ordinary arguments, and, what is° 
better, the power of spirit to heal them, but without 
success, then treat your patient against the effects 
of this malicious argument, knowing as you ought 
that God made all and it was good, also that hatred, 
envy, and malice have no power to harm and are 
not harming your patient, for God is all power 
and God is love. 


One_ Puzzling Epistle. 

Another letter written by Mrs. Eddy says: 
‘If you begin to think of me, do not fight 
the mesmerists nor say ‘ You can’t@anake 
me think of mother or her,’ but say t@ these 
thoughts, ‘Get behind me.’ Treat them as 
temptation and error and link them to no 
personality, but put them down and out of 
mind.” 

This letter was objected to on the ground 
that it was not written subsequent -to 1890. 
eDr. E. J. Foster Eddy, Mrs. Eddy’s adopted 
son, residing in Middlesbury, Vt., was placed 
on the stand and testified that he wrote the 
letter himself and that the corrections were 
in Mrs. Eddy’s handwriting. He testified 
that the letter was written in 1890. |

Tax Limit Law Amended. 

“S85 the Juul law was amended in 1905. 
The amendments provide that in the scaling 
‘process the amount for county purposes shall 
‘not be reduced below a rate of 65 cents on 
the $100 of the assessed valuation, and the 
‘mount for city purposes shall not be reduced 
‘below a rate of $1.80. Besides that, the san-

“No city can continue progressive with- 
@ut adequate revenue. Chicago needs im- 
provements which can not be paid for out of 
the current taxlevy. Chicago has attempted 
to do this for many years, with harmful re- 
sults, while other cities have been able to 
use their credit, to sell bonds. One of the 


' principal objects of thefnew charter, as de- 


clared from the beginning of the movement 
and generally approved, was to provide ade- 
quate revenue. The new charter will enable 
Chicago to increase her debt in a conserva- 
tive way. The increased bonding power will 
be about $40,000,000, but no new bonds can be 
{ssued without approval of the voters.

“ Now, this means a vast saving. In 1906 
there was a total of 106 miles of pavement laid 
in CHicago at.a total cost of $3,601,513. Of 
this, about forty-eight miles was repaving, 
the proportionate cost of which is estimated 
by the officials at about $1,600,000. Under 
the new charter $800,000 of this'‘would have 
been borne by the city. This means a saving 
to all lot owners who stood special: assess- 
ments of $32.22 a foot. The repaving question 
is steadily increasing. Unless the new char- 
ter is adopted the cost of it to property hold- 
ers during the next five years will be at least 
$2,000,000 a year. With the new charter their 
burden would bé half that sum. 


Wheel Tax Authorized.

Civil Service. 

“The object of civil service laws is to 
eliminate political and personal influence in 
appointment, promotion, or dismissal in the 
public service, and not interfere with such 
exercise of power by appointing officers as 
‘is necessary to maintain discipline and pro- 
mote efficiency. 

. “Instead of being a backward step in civil 

service, as the community has been informed 
by radical antagonists of the new charter, 
its provisions on this subject are, on the 
authority of civil service reformers of na- 
tional reputation, distinctly an advance. The 
most important change in the present law— 
the only one, im fact, that has been attacked 
—is contained in sections 7-12 and 7-13, ar- 
ticle vil., which authorizes removals or re- 
ductione in grade or compensation by the de- 
partment heads on written specifications; tne 
commission in its discretion to investigate 
eny removal or reduction, no removal or re- 
duction to be effective if disapproved by the 
commission; but all decisions of the board to 
be final. R 

** As to the merits of this provision, as Well 
as to article vii. (civil service) in general, this 
committee sought the opinion of civil service 
authorities whose experience and disinter- 
estedness cannot be questioned.” ; 

The federation then quotes letters indors- 
ing the civil service section# of the new char-

: Home Rule. 

Then the document takes up the subject of 
home rule and says: 

“It should be remembered also that if 
either the civil service or primary election: 
features of the charter are found capable’ 
of improvement they may be amended with- 
out going to the legislature. The charter 
provides that the council may adopt an or- 
dinance regulating such matters, and indeed 
any matter concerning which the charter 
makes provisions and regulations (except the 
provisions as to taxation, public utilities, the 
school system, ‘and any provisions expressly 
prohibiting the exercise of certain powers 
by the city), by adopting an ordinance upon 
the subject, and that such new ordinance 
or regulation shall control &nd supersede 
the provisions of the ‘charter if the new 
ordinance is approved by the voters of the 
city. So it will be seen that these subject 
matters are within the control of the peo 
ple. 


Primary Elections. 

“The primary election provisions of the 
hew charter are practically the same as those 
now operative in Chicago. That is, the ‘ old 
law.’ If the primary act adopted by the 
legislature in special session in 1905 had been 
considered sure of approval by the Supreme 
court it would no doubt have been embodied 
in the new charter. As it was regard 
doubtful what the decision of. the Supreme 
court upon it would be, it was omitted, and 
strong effort was made by the advocates of 
direct primaries to get that system into the 
charter. 

“Opinion and public sentiment have been 
too much divided to secure at any time the 
direct primary election plan for Chicago. 
The omission of it, therefore, from the char- 
ter is not a reasonable objection, and for the 
further reason that the system has not been 
tested conclusively in large‘cities. 

“Whatever individual opinion may be as 
to nominations by direct voting, it is notice- 
able that the objections to the charter on this 
question are most strongly urged in quarters 
azhat have not heretofore shown enthusiasm 
j in primary reform of any kind Sincere 

friends of primary reform will have too much 
civic patriotism to sacrifice the many valua- 
oe of the new charter for this omis- 


Ward Reapportionment. 

“It is regrettable that the redistricting 
for the new ward plan should have raised 
a political issue in connection ‘with the char- 
ter. It was pretty generally agreed that 
the act reducing the number of aldermen to 
fifty, with a cort ding number of wards, 
was wise. It will concentrate responsibil- 
ity and facilitate legisictive business. In 
redistricting the condition had to be en- 
countered of the large outlying wards grow- 
ing in population, while the tendency of the 
intying wards is to decrease or remain sta- 
tionary. 

“ As a matter.of fact, democratic leaders 
were in conference with republicans when 
the redistricting was done, and it is reliably 
asserted that they for the most part assented 
to it. There were individual democratic 
grievances, as there were individual repub- 
lican grievances. There are also in a few 
cases greater disparity in the population 
of a few of the wards than could be wished, 
but these instances are few. Take, for ex- 
ample, the proposed Eighteenth and Nine- 
teenth The Eighteenth is somewhat more 
populous now, but has only about one-third 
the area of the Nineteenth, is crossed by 
many railway tracks, and is likely to dimin- 
ish, while the Nineteenth will increase. 

* It would be absolutely impossiblé to make 
a reapportionment in a manner'satisfactory 
to“all political interests. In some cases, as 
before stated, some republicans have com- 
plained as loudly as any democrats, and per- 
haps with as just a cause, but, consider- 
ing the tendency of the population, the new 
ward map does not indicate.a flagrant gerry- 
mander, and as & party objection does not 
seem to have great merit. As an excuse for 
opposing the entire charter it is hardly cred- 


itable. 
Other Bogies Seen. 
“The other alleged defects in the charter

of |the city and all—not a particular class— 
of its citizens. : 

‘‘ As to the powers of the mayor, the high- 
est authorities on municipal government in 
the country believe in centralizing the re- 
sponsibility largely in the mayor.| But asa 
matter of fact-the charter does not great- 
ly increase the powers of the maypr of Chi- 
cago. It has been fairly demonstrated that 
he can dispose of a school board that does 
not suit him. He already has authority. to 
call for the militia if he thinks it is needed. 
The charter authorizes him to do s@‘ subject 
to the duthority of the “any bodp 0 com- 


mander-in-chief.’ So can any body of citi- 
zens. And if they ‘make it appear’ that the

Public Rights Guarded, 


** The charge that the charter is 
and framed in the interest of 
service corporations is\such as m 
pected from socialist newspapers 
clalist street corner harangues, 
theless it is absolutely false.

charter to substantiate the charge. They 
cannot. The public utilities section of the 
charter carefully guards public franchises 
and rights, as any one may see by reading it. 

“It is significant that the most reckless 
and bitter antagonists of the néw charter 
are persons who have recently béen turned 
out. of public positions for the ppl good. 
It is not surprising that in their/vindictive- 
ness they should charge that the £harter will 
impose on the city corrupt politi¢al rings be- 
cause it is supported by the party now in 
power, and at whose hands théy were dis- 
posed of politically.

Perhaps the most astonishing objection 


to the new charter is that based on the pro- 
vision for consolidation of the parks and the 
creation of a single park board.

| As to Personal Liberty. 
The statement further points éut how all 
elements formerly demanded a new charter 
and then it proceeds: 
_“ No antagonism to the new charter 
defensible than that of the Unitue ome 
This ogganization consists of a considerable 
humber\of social societies repre enting sev- 
eral nationalities. When it was organized 
these societies and their members were moved 
by the belief that personal liberty according 
to their view of it was jeopardized in the 
matter of bar permits. They have been led 
into opposition to the charter on a false issue, 
because there is nothing whatever in it to 
warrant such action. In fact, the promoters 
Qf this opposition are actuated by ulterior 
Motives, and these socteties, onpanined for 
social or laudable purposes, are being used 
to further them. ' 
“ Thege societies should consider that the 
new charter does not in any way touch the 
state laws governing liquor selling or Sun- 
day observance. Thus they. cannot possibly 
gain anything by defeating it. The legisla- 
ture failed to act on bills providing for sub- 
mission to the people of Chicago the question 
of bar permits and Sunday closing. But that 
is not a fault of the charter nor iof the con- 
vention that formed it. Fair minded people 
should judge the charter on fits merits. 
Among its real merits is a greater extension 
of home rule, just what these sociéties desire. 
They reject a measure that contains so much 
that is valuable merely because it does not 
contain all that they desire. 
‘* The members of these societies should ex- 
ercise careful judgment in this matter, and 
not permit themselves to be led by misguided 
sentiment. 


Dangerous to Defeat It. 


** Uniess this charter is adoptedithe clamor 
for a constitutional convention Is'likely to be 
stronger than can be resisted. Outside of Chi- 
cago the main object is to limit: the repre- 
sentation of Cook county in the jegislature, 
but whether this growing demand is real- 
ized or not, it is safe to say that the legis- 
lature will not again in many yedrs to come 
grant to Chicago a charter as coniprehensive 
as this one, and that it Is unlikely ever again 
to delegate as much of its authofity to Chi- 
cago as ithasinthis measure. Weare there- 
fore positively of the opinion that if the 
charter is defeated the results will, both as 
regards taxes and governmental iconditions, 
prove a cause for deep regret in the future. 

“For the reasons herein givén, besides 
others which time and gepace férbid us to 
detail, we-belleve every citizen interested in 
the progress and general welfare ‘of Chica 
should favor the next charter and aid in Its 
adoption.

SHOPGIRLS PERIL 


Thousands of Young Women 
as Well as Boys Pass 
Resorts Daily. 


BIG STORES ARE ROUSED. 


Officials of Two Ready to Join 
Crusade Against the Tivoli 
and Others. 


The daily flaunting of vice before hun- 
dreds of young shopgiris through such re- 
sorts as the * Tivoli,”’ “‘ Andy” Craig’s sa- 
loon at 888 State street, and other places 
along the old ‘‘ whisky row,” yesterday 
aroused stor pers and employers in the 
vicinity to take an active interest in the sit- 
uation, 

The heads of at least two big State street 
department stores, each of which employs 
several thousand young men and women, 
declared their readiness to join in a move- 
ment to get rid of the State street “ levee.”’ 
They said that while the resorts remain 
where they are and are run openly and in 
defiance of police orders young boys and 
girls who work in the neighborhood are con- 
stantly exposed to temptations. 

The * Tivoli’’ and one or two other places 
continued to violate Chief Shippy's order 
referring to the exclusion of women with- 
out escorts. In the afternoon as many as 
fifteen women, unaccompanied by men, were 
in the back room of the Craig resort. They 
drank by themselves, or, when occasion of- 
fered, with strange men who drifted into 
the place. Business, however, seemed a 
trifie dull in the saloon. At 5 o’clock there 
were only three women there. Later they 
went away. 


Pianos Lure Strangers. 

A noisy automatic piano, however, contin- 
ued to lure passersby into the resort. 

The department store managers say this 
is one of the chief objections they see in the 
conduct of the saloons along the “ row.”’ 
If it were not for the “ pilanos’’.and other 
kinds of musical allureéments, they declare 
dozens of their employés never would dis- 
cover the character of the places. 

“When young men pass these saloons they 
hear the music and want to step in,"”’ said an 
official of Rothschild & Co. “In that way 
they learn the nature of the resort. Perhaps 
they never would think of entering for any 
other reason.’’ 

This official told of several instances in 
which complaints had reached him regarding 
attempts to lure young shopgirls into the 
resorts, 

** Only a short time ago,”’ he said, “ a Httle 
girl 15 years old came to mecrying. She said 
& man on State street had insulted her. I in- 
vestigated and found that as she was passing 
one of the saloons in “‘ whisky row ’’ on her 
way home from work she was accosted from a 
doorway by a strange man. 

** * He took hold of my arm and tried te stop 
wl the girl said, ‘but I pulled away from 

m.’ se 


On another occasion a shopgir! had gone to 
meet her chum, who worked at the Siegel, 
Cooper & Co. store, and the two were waiting 
for a street car at the corner when two young 
men from a saloon nearby sought to lure them 
into the resort. 


Ready to Join in a Crusade. 

“We are ready to join in any movement 
that will clean these places out,”’ declared 
this official.: ‘‘ There seems to be a sort of 
perpetual crusade against Craig and the rest, 
but they are still doing business. Police or- 
ders don’t seem to bother them much. A gen- 
eral attack by business men in the vicinity 
might start something.”’ 

Vice President Isaac Keim of Siegel, Coop- 
er & Co. said he would assist in any effort 
to eradicate *‘ whisky row.” 

*“‘It is nothing more nor less than a nui- 
sance, and there is no excuse for its being 
there,’” said Mr. Keim. ‘* The best way to 
get rid of it, I think, would be to buy the 
property and force the objectionable tenants 
out.”’ 

Mr. Keim said the existence of the resorts 
in the neighborhood was a constant menace 
to the firm’s employés; many. of whom are 
young girls. He added: 

** Fortunately, our employés’ exits are so 
arranged that they do not have to pass out 
‘to State street at all. They may leave the 
building either by Congress or Van Buren 
street, and thus are not forced to pass any 
of these places.”

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CORN FEEDS A QUIOK FIRE 


Plant of Milling Company at Au- 
burn Park Destroyed. 


TWO RAILWAYS TIED UP. 


Lives of Workers Endangered and a 
Loss of $200,000 Caused. 


—_—_—_—_—_— 


Fire which started shortly after 10 o'clock 
last night destroyed the plant of the Amer- 
ican Corn Milling company, Eighty-first and 
Wallace streets, causing a loss of $200,000 in 
stock and property. The fire endangered the 
lives, of a dozen workmen and tied up pas- 
senger service on the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific and the Western Indiana rail- 
roads for nearly an hour. 

The works and warehouse of the Weber 
Wagon company, on the north and south of 
the burning building, were also threatened 
with destruction, but hard work by the fire- 
men confined the blaze to the corn milling 
plant. 

Occupants of three frame structures direct- 
ty .to- the south of the, burned building were 
forced to flee from their homes, They were 
the families of James Rainey, Mrs. Lydia 
Sheldon, and Samuel Hess, 723, 725, and 727 
Eightieth place. 

A spark from a passing engine is believed 
to have ignited the building. Before the fire 
was discovered by the engineer, Thomas Bar- 
rowdale, the entire bullding was 4 blazing 
furnace. The thousands upon thousands of 
bushels of corn was fuel to the flame, and 
when the first firemen arrived a 2-11 alarmof 


fire was turnedin. This was followed almost: 


immediately by a 4-11. | 

-Workmen Jump for Their Lives. 

o quickly did the fire burn that a dozen 
Pon cet om top floors of the building had 
to jump from the windows when their escape 
by. stairway was cut off. Ags far as could be 
tearned no one’ was injured. 

At the first report of the fire the workmen 
yed in the plant of the Weber Wagon 
company, on the south, Who have an organ- 
ized volunteer fire department, were ordered 
to the stene. They were throwing pails of 
water and directing a hose on the Burning 


building when the regular firemen arrived. ; 


When the fire threatened the building of 
their own firm they shifted operations and 
poured streams on the dry woodwork to ar- 
rest the progress of the flame, 
Building, $150,000; Stock, $50,000. 
The burned buliding was owned by R. J. 
Dorge and was leased by Watkins & Vincent, 
board of trade brokers. J. W. Conn, super- 
intendent, who was early ‘on the'scene, said 
the building was valued at $190,000 several 
years ago. The stock of corn, flour, and 


_ grist and the machinery he valued at $50,000. 


He said there were 4,000. sacks of flour and 
3.000 bushels of corn in the plant. 

Qn the tracks there were also three cars of 
corn and five ears of grist. This was also 
destroyed when the fire spread to a half 
dozen ears, which were consumed before the 


‘railroad empioyés could move them to a

Tq reach the fire the firemen had to stretch 


their hose across the railroad tracks, and as 
a result all passenger and freight trains on 
the Rock Island and Western Indiana roads

reverses the practice of the internal revenue 
bureau, under which the tax was levied and 
collected regardless of whether the bene- 


erty before or after the war revenue act was 
repealed.

STUTTGART, Aug: 20.—Much of the time

The social democrats are not satisfied with 
this. They say that unless the laborites 
adopt socialism they are not entitled to rep- 
refertation in the present congress. They 
purticularly oppose the official attitude of 
the trades unions, which, they say, threaten 


_ to swamp socialism.

Bebel Silent Under Tirade. 

It was expected that Herr Bebel would re- 
ply to M. Herve’s tirade of yesterday, but he 
seemed satisfied with the condemnation the 
firebrand’s utterances brought him from the 
delegates and with the palliative statements 


' made by M. Vaillant and M. Jaures. Neither 
of these roundly attacked their compatriot, 


but said enough to show that M. Herve went 
beyond anything avowed by the French so- 
cialist party. 

M. Vaillant referred to M. Herve's “ non- 
sense’’ and M. Jaures assured the congress 
that the French socialists themselves were 
accustomed to being treated by M. Herve as 
the latter treated Herr Bebel. 

M. Herve’s agitation, said M. Jaures, was 
in its death throes. It was a remnant of 
anarchist brutality, recalling the days when 
the proletariat ignorantly smashed machin- 
ery. A nation, he declared, was a treasury of 
human genius and progress and the prole- 
tariat must net break this precious treasury 
of hurnan culture; but socialism must be or- 
ganized against war. Capitalism, which was 
a source of war, must be attacked, as must 
clericalism, Which used the brains of the 
proletariat for capitalists. 

In a Bismarckian Vein. 

Herr Volmar, a veteran of the German so- 
cial democracy, who is a well known ex-offi- 
cer of aristocratic birth, delNvered a stirring 
speech, which struck a note almost Bis- 
marckian in Its patriotism. The enthusiastic 
applause with which it was punctuated wiped 
out the unpleasant effect of Herve's diatribe: 

* National bashfulness,’’ said Herr Vol- 
mar, ‘‘ never played a larger role in the Ger- 
man social democracy. Militarism and war 
will ever find decisive opponents in us. 

“The idea of abolishing war by a general 
strike is as foolish as the idea of destroying 
capitalism over night. We are ready to do 
everything to restrain the violation of nations 
and to win influence over governments and 
public opinion to prevent warlike collisions, 
but we cannot bind ourselves.”’

CUBA VIOLATES- 
PLEDGES TO U. 8. 


Gov. Magoon Cables Report of 
Alarming Sanitary Con- 
ditions in Island. | 


HEALTH LAW IS SCORNED 


Outside of Havana Little Effort: 
Made to Stamp Out Yel- — 
low Fever. 


Washingtan, D. C., Aug. 20.—i‘he war de- 
partment today made public a long cabled re-' 
port from Gov. Magoon of Cuba, which 
‘startled the medical officers. 7 

It shows that in the short period since the 
withdrawal of the American government of 
intervention and the reassumptioen of Amert- 
can government by the.Cuban army of pacifi- 
cation, there has been a woeful neglect of 
sanitary precautions and an almost complete. 
disregard of the treaty obligations under 


which Cuba was placed to keep the island: 


clean and healthful so that it should not 
longer be a source of danger and infection 
to the United States and other countries. 

The governor's report also discloses the 
fact that the fever in this last outbreak has 
not been confined to the hospital corps men, 
but has extended to other soldiers. He also 
indicates that the evil sanitary conditions 
cannot be cured this year in spite of the most 
vigorous efforts on the part of the American 
authorities, in which it appears they received 
little support from the native Cuban phy- 
sicians. 


Taft Seriously Alarmed. 


Before he left Washington Secretary Taft 
became seriously concerned for the safety 
of the American troops and residents in Cuba 
es the result of the occurrence of yellow 
fever at Cienfuegos. He cabled to Gov. 
Magoon a request for a full statement of the 
conditions and urged the governor to take 
every step that prudence and experience 
should suggest to eradicate the disease. 
Gov. Magoon complied by sending today’s 
report. 

The report says there are three cases tn 
town exclusive of soldiers. Twelve soldiers 
contracted the disease, and three of them 
died. All soldiers contracted the disease 
in hospital.’ No cases have appeared in sol- 
diers’ quarters. The report adds: 

“If we accept the mosquito doctrine, we 
must relieve the local civil officials from 
responsibility, except for failure to secure 
reports of ail cases of fever or increased tem- 
perature, for it is a practical imposibility to 
eliminate the stegomyia from Cienfuegos 
until the completion of waterworks, sewers, 
pavement, complete drainage of city, and 
discontinuance,of use of water containers. 


Decrees a New Law. 

“The sanitary work of the island outside 
of Havana has been ineffective for years, 
due to the fact that sanitation was left to 
the local authorities and sanitary officials 
ohstructed and delayed by local Interference. 

“I am pressing the public works depart- 
ment to complete plans for water and sewer 
systems, and hope to get the work started in 
ten or fifteen cities within the next few 
months.

The igsue is of importance as a matter of 
principle if not of dollars, as this issue be- 
tween Great Britain and America has arisen 
over the assertion by Newfoundland of the 
right of that colony to pass local laws re- 
stricting fishing privilegee «conferred by 
treaty upon American citizens. Newfound- 
land's action is based on.the plea.that the 
laws are equaily applicable: to .Newfound- 
landers, or, in other’ words, are precisely 
similar to laws intended for the protection 
of game. . ee 


Reid Proposes Arbitration. 


Beth the foreign office and the embassy 
maintain diplomatic reserve, but it hes 
been learned from unquestionable sources 
that the long correspondence between the 
two governments made it seem clear that 
their contentions could not be harmonized 
and had reached.an impasse.

While the British government 
has secured the assent of Sir Robert Bond. 
the Newfoundland premier, to the agree- 
ment, Sir Robert undoubtedly will be reluc- 
tant to accept the modus vivendi, which he 
opposed strongly last season. However- 
there is little doube that the agreement will 
be encouraged and that the fisheries, during 
the new season beginning next week, will be 
conducted on the same methods ag the last.

THE PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 

There was nothing in the president’s | 
speech which was not anticipated by the 
average citizen. It was known that he 
differentiated between corporations, good 
and bad. On various occasions he has 
made it clear that the administration does 
not propose to attack corporate wealth be- 
cause of its incorporation or because it 
represented money. But during the time 
that he has held office Theodore Roosevelt 
has sought the enforcement of law with all 
the energy and ability at his command. 

Doubtless the depreciation in listed se- 
curities is in some measure due to the 
activity of the administration in the pros- 
ecution of notorious violators of the law. 
But, as the president has pointed out, it 
is also attributable to conditions which 
are not confined to the United States. 
European securities are selling at low 
values, and the tremendous industrial de- 
velopment abroad as well as in the 
United §$tates has withdrawn from the 
bourses of the world a large amount of 
money which hitherto has been available 
for speculative purposes. Outside of the 
situation on the’ New York stock ex; 
change there is nothing to indicate that 
there is to be any considerable or general 
depression of business throughout the 
country. 

In many quarters there will be agree- 
ment with the president that the financial 
powers in New York deliberately a year 
ago planned to bear the market for.ths 
purpose of alarming the public and the 
administration. It was said six months 
ago that such a policy was under consid- 
eration by the high financiers of Wall 
street. Such a course would be fruitless. 
The people of the United States are in 
harmony with the course of the adminis- 
tration, and while there is no disposition 
to injure the innocent investor, the public 
is determined that big or little business 
shall be conducted along honest lines. — 

But business has nothing to fear from 

Roosevelt’s administration. He purposes 
to defend property and the individual 
from the attacks of anarchists, whether 
they be capitalists or demagozues. 
7 The president’s speech was temperate 
in tone and will be generally indorsed. 
The administration has put its hand to 
the plow, and the people do not want it 
to turn back from the calm and honest 
performance of its duty. \

Students of Irish history may recall that 
up to the beginning of 1709 the Irish parlia- 
ment at Dublin was strongly opposed to the 
act of union with Englaté by which the 
Emerald isle lost her legislative autonomy. 
By that time, however, the negotiations, the 
intrigues, and the bribes of Lord Castlereagh 
among the members of the Irish house of 
commons had commenced to have their ef- 
fect, and when in the memorable debate of 
Jan. 22, 1799, an amendment to the address 
to the throne ‘was moved by Mr. Ponsonby, 
maintaining “‘the undoubted birthright of 
the Irish to have a resident and independent 
legislature.” it was defeated by one single 
vote, 4 


oe 

That vote, which virtually sealed the doom 
of Ireland’s parliament, was cast by Fred- 
erick Trench, who early in the debate deliv- 
ered a speech announcing his determination 
to vote in favor of the amendment, that is 
to say, in behalf of the maintenance of Ire- 
land's parliament. He had hardly resumed 
his seat before he was approached by Cook, 
the bribing agent of Lord Castlereagh, and 
during the following hour Cook went sev- 
eral times backward and forward between 
Trench and Castlereagh. Finally, just before 
the division Trénch roSe to say that he had 
been mistaken, in; his previous utterances 
and that he wuld vote with the ministers 
and against the maintenance of Ireland’s 
parliament. For this Trenth was rewarded 
a few months later by his elevation to the 
peerage as Lord Ashtown. The story of this 
most flagrant and shameless of all the sales 
of votes by Ireland's legislators of their coun- 
try’s legislative independence is eloquently 
described in Lecky’s history of “ England in 
the Eighteenth Century,”.and also in Sir 
Jonah Barrington’s book on the union of 
Ireland with England. 

‘Lord Ashtown represents a younger line 
of the same family of which the recently 
bankrupted earl of Clancarty is the chief of 
the elder branch. Both Lord Clancarty and 
Lord Ashtown have a common ancestor, as 
far as Ireland is concerned, in Frederick 
Trench, who came over from England at the 
beginning of the seventeenth century and 
settled at Garbally, in County Galway. He 
left two sons, the elder of whom founded the 
line of which Lord Clancarty was the chief, 


while the younger son became dean of Ra- 


phoe. It was the latter's great-grandson who 
was the first Lord Ashtown. The present 
lord is a big landowner, not only in Galway 
and Tipperary but also in Yorkshire. He 
succeeded his grandfather when 12 years of 
age and is married to the daughter of Thomas 
Cosby, who represents one of the oldest fam- 
ilies of the Pale, his ancéstors having set- 
tled at Stradbally in the reign of Queen Mary. 
~~. 


Henceforth that once famous Irish beauty, 
Mrs. Cornwallis West, herself the daugh- 
ter of old Lady Olivia Fitzpatrick, will 
be able to boast of being the mother of two 
of the richest duchesses tn the world: ‘Her 
younger daughter, who has abandoned her 
pretty Hibernian name of Shelagh since her 
marriage for the more dignified name of Con- 
stance, is the ‘wife of the multimillionaire 
duke of Westminster, whose real estate in 
London alone at the time of his succession to 
the family honors and estate was valued at 
over $60,000,000. And now Mrs. West's eldest 
daughter, hitherto known as Princess Henry 
of Pless, famous for her beauty and for her 
accomplishments as a musician and amé- 
teur actress, for her contralte weice, and 
for her graceful skirt dancing, has _ be- 
come, through the “death of d’s. 
father, duchess of Pless and mistress of one 
of the highest: fortunes in Germany. Her 
husband, the new duke, was over here a few 
years ago for the purpose of representing the 
kaiser at the inauguration of the new Cham- 
ber of Commerce building, New York, ané his 
brothers are also well known here. Count 
Conrad Henry Hochberg having paid Several 
prolonged visits to America, while another 
brother, Count Fritz Henry Hochberg, is’ 
married to Lord Fermoy’s sister, and is in 
that way an untle of Mrs. Arthur Scott Bur- 
den of New York and a sister-in-law of the 
former Mrs. J. Burke Roche. 
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The Hochbergs were first ennobled tn 1650, 
when they received the title of Barons Furst- 
enstein, and sixteen years later’ they were 
advanced to the rank ef Counts Hochberg. 
King Frederick’ William IV. of Prussia raised 
the father of the late duke to the dignity of 
prince of Pless fn 1850 in consideration of his 
having inherited the Pless estates of Duke 
Henry of Anhalt Goethen, and a couple of 
years ago Emperor William transformed the 
second prince of Pless into a Prussian duke. 
The late duke was chancellor of the Order of 
the Black Eagleand of other Prussian orders, 
as well as Grand Huntsman of the Crown, 
and his younger brother, Count Bolko Henry 
Hochberg, was for many years director gen- 

eral of all the Prussian court and subsidized 
theaters. As inthe case of thé reigning house 
of Reuss, all the members of the house of 
Hochberg bear the Christian name of Henry, 
with a Roman numeral attached thereto. 
Thus the late duke was Henry XI., his father 
was Henry X., the new duke is Henry XV., 
and his eldest boy, who has for godfather 
Emperor William and King Edward and who 
is now 7 years of age, is Henry XVII. By the 
time there are; a hundred of these Henrys 
they will, as in the case of the Reusses, begin 
over again from the beginning. 

The late duke wasalso grand master of one 
of the least known orders of knighthood in 
Europe, that of the White Hart of St. Hubert, 
which the emperor usually wears suspended 
from his neck when in shooting costume 
by a dark green ribbon, on which is embroid- 
ered in gold the motto of the order, “* Vive le 
roy et ses chasseurs,”’ which was the motto 
of the old corps of chasseurs A cheval of 
Frederick the Great. The badge of the order 
consists of a silver stag, with the cross of St. 
Hubert between its antlers, surmounted by a 
royal crown and a trophy of silver acorns, 
oak leaves, and rubies. The wealth of the 
duke of Pless;is derived not only from vast 
estates but also from immensely valuable 
mines and ironworks in various parts of the 
German empire, especially in Silesia. The 
principal home of the family in Germany ts 
Furstenstein, in Silesia, a medieval castle, 
surrounded by a huge park with beautiful 
gardens and terraces, 
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The vatican, the largest palace in the world, 
is in a shocki state of repair, especially 
the roofs, acres in extent, which have been 
ieaking badly for some time past. in spite of 
makeshift devices, and will need a complete 
overhauling at considerable expense. This,

Thus the apartments of a large num- 
ber of the vatican employés are being trans- 
ferred from the palace itself. to a specfal 
building set apart for-the purpose. The 
printing presses are likewise being rémoved 
to a separate building, while certain pic- 
ture galleries, the flooring of which had 
become so insecure that not more than. 
fifty people ¢ould be allowed to 
ter them at one time, are being trans- 
ferred to quarters of the pala¢e more se- 
cure and more convenient to the public. The 
fitting up of the new ene im fot the 
cardinal secretary of state and The restora- 
tion of the Borgia galleries, which he used 
for a time as a residence, have cost nothing 
to the pontifical exchequer, having been de- 
frayed by ‘an extremel® Wealthy Spanish 
prelate, and private munificence has like wise 
furnished the means for sundry other works 
which have been undertaken within the last 
two or three years.

SEARCH FOR THE SOUTH POLE. 
[H. lL. Bridgman in Outing.) 

Turning now from north to south, from 
arctic to antarctic, a great and auspicious 
change is apparent. Expeditions, financed, 
managed, and led by individual tests of en- 
durance and quests of adventure are con- 
trasted with those enjoying protection of the 
foremost geographical and scientific socie- 
ties, recognized by governments and by roy- 
alty, and in one or two instgnces aided by 
definite grants of the public funds. Great 
Britain and France have advanced in the 
beginning of the twentieth century the out- 
posts of Ross and D’Urville of the first quar- . 
ter of the nineteenth, and Sweden, Germany, 
and Scotland havé won first and high honors 
in the antarctic, while Argentina leads all the 
republics of her continent in work in the 
southern polar field. 

The change in the situation is essential— 
really deeper than it appears on the surface. 
The day of individuals and personal demon- 
stration has been succeeded by that of sys- 
tem and organization—that of allianee and 
codperation, which prevails the world over in 
every department of scientific research and 
extension of exact knowledge. 

To De Gerlache, the Belgian, must unques- 
tionably be given the honor of the antarctic 
renaissance. The Royal Geographical so- 
ciety, like other large bodies, moves slowly, 
and though Sir Clements Markham, its presi- 
dent, and president of the International Geo- 
graphical congress in London in 1895, speak- 
ing under the influence of the enthusiasm of 
Borchgrevink’s liberal story of his landing 
on the antarctic continent the year before, 
urged that an expedition should be dispatched 
to the south, it was the zealous, patient, in- 
defatigable Belgian who finally got off his 
little Belgica from Antwerp in August, 1897, 
with a slender equipment and a small scien- 
tific staff, joined at Rio Janeiro two months 
later by an American surgeon. Nearly two 
years after De Gerlache and all but Danco of 
his staff returned richly laden both with 
experience and scientific material.

HITS AT. ADMINISTRATION: 


Claims Corporation Was Sacrificed to 
Public Clamor. 


New York, Aug. 20.—The directors of the 
Standard Oil company today issued a pam- 
phiet to its employés and stockholders rela- 
tive to the fine of $29,240,000 imposed on the 
Standard Oil Company of Indiana. The pam- 
phlet contains a statement from. President 
Moffett, president of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of fn diana, and a number of editorial 
articles favorable to the company, taken 
from various American newspapers. The es- 
pecially noteworthy feature of the pamphlet 
is its introductory statement, which is as 
follows: 

“The directors of the Standard Oil com- 
pany, in pninting this pamphlet, desire to 
emphasize for the half million people directly. 
interested in its welfare the assurance of the 
company’s absolute innocence of wrongdo- 
ing in any of the prosecutions lately Iinsti- 
tuted against it in the federal courts. Par- 
ticularly is this so in the present Chicago and 
Alton railroad case, made notorious by the 
sensational! fine of $29,240,000 imposed on the 
Standard Oil eet | of Indiana. 


Legality of “Freight Rate. 

“It should be known as widely as possible 
that this is no case of rebate or discrimina- 
tion, but sim of the legality of a freight | 
rate. It should’ be known that verdict was 
obtained by the government upon the most 
hairsplitting technicality, aided by the rigor- 
ous exclusion of evidence that would have 
removed all presumption of guilt. 

“If the judgment in question be allowed to 
stand the company will be forced to pay $20,- 
000 (that is, fifty times the value of the oil)— 
for every carload carried over the Alton road 
during two years at an open 6 cent rate—a 
rate used over three competing railroads for 
from ten to fourteen years. The trial judge 
refused to allow proof that the 6 cent rate 
had been filed by the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois and was therefore a‘ legal rate.’ He 
refused to allow proof that linseed oll, for 
instance, was carried at 8 cents and other bulk 
commodities as low as 5 cents. He insisted/ 
that 18 cents was the only legal rate for 6il, 
when no one had ever paid it, and when it 
was authoritatively sworn that it did not 
apply to oil. 

“ The case has been taken on appeal to the 
higher courts) to which we must look for 
that calm judgment which will rescue the 
rights of the citizen from the fleld of public 
clamor and from the domain of vindictive 
polities.

To Make Patches. 


Patches on sheets and pillow cases may, 
be basted in position and stitched on the 
sewing machine, but sewing the patch on by 
hand is preferable, when great care isineces- 
sary. If the material is figured or eed be 
particular to have the figuring match jexact- 
ly. When carefully done, a patch put on by. 
a stripe scarcely is perceivable, Where care- 
ful mending must be done, a piece set into 
the garment is much better than the regular 
patch. Cut the hole by a thread, turn the 
edges of the vent under, and baste them 
down, Then cut a piece which, when the 
raw edges are turned down, will fit the hole 
exactly. Match the pattern exactly and 
baste together one side of the hole and the 
corresponding side of the patch; then over- 
seam them on the wrong side, with as close 
stitches and as tiny a seam as possible.

BIG DROP IN TRACTIONS, 


| Reorganization of Inter-Met. Group 


Deemed Only Solution. 


{BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

New York, Aug. 20.—(Special.]—The gen- 
eral stock list made a recovery in the closing 
hour of trading today, the highest prices of 
the session being recorded. The president’s 
speech was a big factor in determining the 
temper of trading. 

Business on the local exchanges was halt- 
ing and uncertain all through the early ses- 


| sion and operations were again in moderate 


volume. The undertone was uncertain, but 
the fact that the market became dull on all 
marked recessions was regarded as a favor- 
able sign. London seemed disturbed at the 
tone of Secretary Taft’s speech and our se- 
ecurities were lower in that market, where a 
further drop in consols was recorded. Other 
continental markets were unsettled. 

The weakest issues in the local market were 
the traction shares, which went lower than 
at any time in this particular movement. In 
fact, Brooklyn Rapid Transit sold at the 
lowest price in some years and the Inter- 
borough-Metropolitan stocks als@ went to 
new low levels. 

Concerning the latter it was a matter of 
boardroom gossip that the dividend on old 
Metropolitan shares probably would be sus- 
pended, with a reduction in the dividend rate 
of some of the stocks in the subsidiary com- 
panies. It has become a settled conviction 
that nothing short of complete reorganiza- 
tion can reathss confidence to this group of 
securities. There was a revival of the recent 
reports that application for a receivership is 
impending, but that no action will be taken 
until the public service commission has fin- 
ished its inquiry.

Bulgaria—Ac- 
cording to a semi-official report the crop of 
wheat will be fully 24,000,000 bu less than 
last year. The corn crop is very irregular, 
but an average yield is looked for. Russia— 
Occasional complaints are heard as a result 
of disappointeing harvest returns for wheat. 
The outlook for corn is satisfactory. Italy— 
Some estimates point to a record yield of 
wheat, while others estimate a yield below 
last year. Broomhall estimates the yield 
fully equal to last year. The corn crop shows 
some deterioration as a result of drought."’ 


The weather map which was posted early 
yesterday showed low temperatures in many 
sections of the northwest, but the returns 
were incomplete and the trade was consid- 
erably at sea in regard to the true state of 
affaira. During the day, however, there were 
quite a few private reports received which 
were generally bullish. A Winnipeg message, 
however, stated that while there were frosts 
reported in isolated instances they were not 
general, and that the indications were for 
rising temperatures. Other were 
not so optimistic. W. P. Anderson had a 
message early from Minneapolis saying that 
there had been a hard freeze at Valley 
City, N. D., and that ice had formed. Scat- 
tered reports to the same effect came in from 
North Dakota, and there were a good many 
scattered reports of frosts in Saskatchewan 
and Alberta. <A late message from C. M. 
Case of Minneapolis to W. 8. Crosby said: 
* Reports of frosts and ice at Valley City 
have been confirmed and that there was no 
question but what there had been a general 
frost over North Dakota.’’ Temperatures 
over the north half of North Dakota were 
generally about thirty degrees yesterday 
morning. (Temperatures throughout the 
northwest on both sides of the line ranged 
from twenty-eight to fifty-five. 


Prices for cash wheat are gaining slightly 
on the futures, and with a continuation of the 
present good demand it is expected that they 
will go toa premium. Cash sales here were 
moderate, the inquiry for hard winter being 
good, but holders were not offering freely. 
No. 2 hard was about 2%c over September, 
c. 1. f., Buffalo. No. 2 red free on board sold 
at September price and was quoted at that 
to %c under. Outside markets reported a 
brisk demand. New York wired that the for- 
eign demand for wheat was enormous and 
that 100 loads. had been reported there and 
at outports and that all offers of No. 2 red 
and No. 2 hard had been accepted. Yellow 
corn in the local sample market was strong. 
but for other:kinds the demand was moder- 
ate. Prices were lc up for corn and 2@3ec 
higher for oats. he eastern demand was 
brisk. Eastern stocks are said to be bare 
and buyers are realizing the fact that the 
run of new oats is not going to be sufficient to 
fill their needs. Locals sales were 200,000 bu 
wheat, 860,000 bu corn, ahd 200,000 bu oats. 
The seaboard reported sales of 800,000 bu 
wheat in all positions and 100,000 bu corn.

Made by Underwriter. 


“It is reported that the United States Mort- 
gage and Trust dbmpany of New York has 
under consideration the financing of the pro- 
posed combination of independent biscuit 
companies. A large New York law firm ts 
engaged on the legal details. 

The present division of the biscuit business 
of the country may be noted as follows: 

The National Biscuit company, the North 
American Biscuit company, the Biscuit and 
Cracker Bakers’ association, and the inde- 
pendent bakeries. | 


| ‘The first company represents substantially 


thirty-five plants, the second seven, the third 
sixty, and the fourth eighty. It is the last 
that it is proposed to form into one consoli- 
dation. The people behind the move not only 
propose to unite these independent bakeries 
but also to enlarge many of them and erect 
new plants tn desirable distributive cities, 
Plans looking toward this end have been 
under way for more than a year and are now 
assuming definite shape. It is declared that 
the consolidated company will have before 
it a bright future. 

The National Biscuft company has been 
reducing the number of fts plants in accord- 


ance with the policy of the president. Some 


opposition in the company to this plan led 
to the retirement from it of D. F. Bremner, 
B. F. Crawford, H. F. Vories, A. Steinson., 
L. D. Doster, J. L. Loose, and others. Most 
of these men have drifted back into the bis- 
cult business, erecting opposition plants. 

An idea which has developed with the peo- 
ple who are working to effect the new com- 
bination ts the division of the biscuit busi- 
ness into bulk and package trade. 

It is said a name has been tnvented for the 
package to be put out that is expected to 
prove quite as catchy as the well known 
name used by the National Biscuit company. 


Warning from London. 

The London Statist is serving notice on 
New York banking houses that the Bank of 
England will not facilitate imports of gold 
into this country in the coming fall. It will 
be recalled that last fall the drain on the 
Bank of England was so heavy that the bank 
rate was advanced to 6 per cent and gold 
imports ceased. The Statist adds:

COLLISION ON “L” RAILWAY 
PUTS PASSENGERS IN PANIC. 


Coach Is Derailed Near Fortieth Street 
Curve and Traffic Delayed for Half 
an Hour.

- 4 rear erd collision on the South Side ele- 
vated road at Fortieth street at 6 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon threw passengers into a 
panic, derailed one coach, and delayed traffic 
for half an hour.
